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Arvit  Leshabat  Performed  At 
Liturgical  Music  Service 
Kaplan  Conducts  Own  Work 


On  Friday,  November  18  at  8:30  P.M., 
Arvit  Leshabat ,  a  concert  work  composed  by 
Abraham  Kaplan,  will  be  presented  in  its  en¬ 
tirety  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the 
Synagogue  Concert  Choir  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Kaplan,  with  Neil  Robinson  at 
the  organ.  This  service  marks  the  40th  an¬ 
niversary  of  our  annual  service  of  new 
liturgical  music  and  is  in  honor  of  our  new 
members. 

This  annual  service  was  conceived  by  the 
late  Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman  and  the  late 
composer-conductor  Max  Helfman  as  a 
stimulus  to  contemporary  composers  to 
write  new  music  for  the  liturgy.  Composers 
such  as  Leonard  Bernstein,  Lukas  Foss  and 

D  Weill  have  composed  music  for  this  ser- 
music  commissioned  by  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue. 


Arvit  Leshabat  was  commissioned  by  and 
received  its  world  premiere  at  Temple 
Emanuel  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey  in  1977.  It 
was  performed  two  years  later  at  the  92nd  St. 
Y  by  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Chorale 
and  Orchestra,  under  the  baton  of  Abraham 
Kaplan.  The  “Kiddush”  in  this  service  was 
composed  for  Cantor  Lefkowitz  by  Mr. 
Kaplan  and  was  first  sung  by  the  Cantor  at 
the  Y  concert. 

The  infectious  rhythymic  complexities  of 
Arvit  Leshabat  create  a  mood  of  joy  and  ex¬ 
ultation.  Several  of  the  prayer  settings  will 
sound  familiar  to  the  congregation  as  they 
have  been  included  in  past  services.  The  “Mi 
Chamocha’’  so  familiar  to  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  although  a  different  composi¬ 
tion,  was  inspired  by  the  one  written  for  the 
score  of  Arvit  Leshabat. 

In  honor  of  our  new  members,  an  Oneg 
Shabbat  will  take  place  on  the  Lower  Level 
following  the  service.  All  are  invited  to  join 
in  the  welcoming  of  our  new  members  into 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  family  at  this 
joyous  Friday  evening  service.

Medieval  Jewry  Explored 
In  All  Its  Richness 

“The  Magnificence  of  Medieval  Jewry” 
will  be  explored  by  Dr.  Madeleine  P. 
Cosman  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  on  Wednesday,  November  16  at  8  P.M. 

We  as  Jews  are  fully  aware  of  the  sorrows 
that  the  Middle  Ages  brought  to  the  Jewish 
community.  What  is  not  known  is  the 
richness,  greatness  and  joyousness  of  the 
Jewish  communal  life  of  that  time.  With 
more  and  more  interest  being  expressed  by 
society  today  not  only  in  the  personal  ex¬ 
ploration  of  “roots”  but  also  in  the  desire  to 
understand  the  lessons  of  history,  the  Middle 
Ages  is  a  rich  and  fertile  period  for  us  to  ex¬ 
plore. 

There  existed  thriving  Jewish  communities 
in  Egypt,  France,  Spain,  Italy  and  England 
in  the  12th  to  15th  centuries.  Noteworthy 
contributions  were  made  by  the  Jews  of  that 
time  in  every  aspect  of  life:  they  produced 
lavishly  decorated  manuscripts  and  courtly 
dance  books;  scientific  instruments  for 
medicine  and  astronomy;  they  built  magnifi¬ 
cent  academies  and  synagogues;  they  delved 
into  mysticism  and  philosophy;  and  they 
even  wrote  hilarious  literary  comedies  and

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What  Price  Life? 

The  High  Holy  Days  are  behind  us.  Time 
and  again  we  pray  for  life.  “Inscribe  us  in 
the  Book  of  Life,  O  God  who  delights  in 
life.”  In  Judaism  life  is  the  greatest  good,  to 
be  preserved  at  all  costs.  The  saving  of  life 
takes  precedence  over  all  else  in  our  tradi¬ 
tion.  Still  in  this  frame  of  mind,  and  under 
the  impact  of  the  Days  of  Awe,  we  are  struck 
all  the  more  by  daily  evidence  that  life  is  not 
the  ultimate  goal  for  many,  and  the  quality 
of  life  is  sadly  lacking  in  many  places. 

Item  —  A  lead  story  in  the  New  York 
Magazine  describes  the  life  of  an  eighty-eight 
year  old  woman  named  Fannie  who  is  trying 
to  make  a  decent  life  for  herself  on  the  upper 
West  Side.  A  beautiful  woman  of  pride  and 
dignity,  she  lived  a  full  and  useful  life  until  a 
few  years  ago.  Now  she  struggles  to  exist  on 
a  meager  income  and  looks  back  with  fond 
nostalgia  on  her  past,  but  faces  every  day 
with  fear  and  uncertainty.  Her  son  invited 
her  to  live  with  him  and  his  family  but  she 
does  want  to  disturb  “their  beautiful  life”  in 
Beverly  Hills. 

Item  —  An  elderly  Florida  couple,  married 
sixty  years  and  weighed  down  with  the  in¬ 
firmities  of  age  and  illness,  find  that  their  on¬ 
ly  way  out  is  to  carry  out  a  suicide  pact.  “As 
we  see  it,  it  is  one  solution  to  the  problem  of 
growing  old.”  In  their  suicide  note  they  tell 
their  children,  “We  greatly  appreciate  your 
willingness  to  try  to  take  care  of  us.”  With 
great  care  and  consideration  they  took  their 
own  lives  in  order  not  to  be  a  bother  to  any¬ 
one.  This  year  4,000  elderly  Americans  will 
have  taken  their  own  lives. 

We  read  these  stories  and  shudder.  Is  this 
the  way  the  journey  of  life  should  end?  Do 
not  the  busy  productive  years  of  one’s  life 


merit  an  old  age  of  security  and  a  modicum 
of  pleasure?  Should  children  be  told  they 
have  no  obligations  or  debts  to  the  parents 
who  reared  them?  I  need  not  say  that  Jewish 
teaching  is  diametrically  opposed  to  this 
view.  Reverence  for  life  demands  that 
somehow  there  be  a  change  in  attitudes,  that 
old  age  and  sickness  be  seen  as  a  chapter  of 
life  that  needs  to  be  regarded  as  equally  im¬ 
portant  as  any  other. 

In  the  meantime,  until  society  changes.y 
maybe  we,  in  our  own  small  way,  can  do  our 
bit  to  improve  the  situation  by  the  way  in 
which  we  ourselves  live  and  relate  to  people 
of  older  years.  “Do  not  cast  us  off  in  our  old 
age”,  we  pray  on  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom 
Kippur.  Let  us  not  cast  off  our  relatives, 
friends  and  neighbors  in  the  ripeness  of  their 
years.
